NO FLIES ON AURORA. 


The "Way They Secured the Rath- 


boce-Sard Concern, and How 


They Raised the Neces- 


sary Money. 


The value of real estate in Aurora baa 


increased one-third since the extensive 
Eathbone-Sard stove works were "an- 
chored " there. How the thing was done 
the Monmouth Review thus describes: 


When the firm was looking for a loca- 


tion a number of cities in Illinois became 
interested. Several graciously accorded 
the company the privilege of locating 
within their limits, but the hustlers of 
Aurora pursued a different method. They 
appointed a committee of three leading 
justness men, who went to work in" this 
way: They got the choice of a hundred 
acres of land in a favorable place for 
manufactories. After a while the contest 
simmered down so that Elgin, Joliet and 
Aurora were the only ones considered. 
The Aurora committee asked the com- 
pany what was wanted. The answer was 
iwelve acres of ground and $GO,000. The 
iommittee agreed to give it and the bar- 
gain for removal was closed. The com- 
mittee then bought the hundred acres of 
ground, laid off two twelve-acre plats, 
one for the Eathbone-Sard concern, an- 
other for something that might turn up 
in the future, and divided the remainder 
into lots. The situation was explained 
:o the public, meetings were held, enthu- 
siasm developed and the lots auctioned 
off. 
They brought $200 apiece, and net- 


ted about 3105,000. With this the com- 
mittee paid for the hundred acres, paid 
the 860,000 bonus, and have something 
ike 825,000 left to put into the treasury 
of the Business Men's association, as well 
as a twelve-acre site for another concern 
when it shows up.

Judge Hughes did not open the circuit 


couzt this morning until 9 o'clock, when 
the first business to engage his attention 
was a motion to kill the labor of the late 
grand jury which was in session 22 days, 
and brought in 164 indictments, among 
them one against Jack Feunce for the 
mnrder of Mat McKinley. 


POINTS OF THE MOTION. 


The motion came from Attorney J. J. 


Finn, and was made with particular ref- 
erence to one of the indicted saloon- 
keepers. 
It appears that when the 


grand jury was impaneled on the first 
day of the term it lacked five of the re- 
quired number, and the court thereupon 
directed Sheriff Mauzy to fill up the 
panel from 
the 
by-standers. 
Four 


of the picked-np members were from 
Decatnr 
township 
and 
one 
was 


from another township. Attorney Finn's 
motion and argument were to the effect 
that the order of the court should have 
been in the language of the statute— 


:fill up the panel from the body of ths 
county." He closed by stating that the 
order of the court was unlawful, and the 
acts of the grand jury illegal and void. 
The motion was overruled, the court 
holding that it was so unimportant as 
scarcely to be regarded. He thought the 
phrase used, "from the bystanders," 
meant the same in effect 33 "from the 
body of the county," as the sheriff could 
not have proceeded m any other manner 
than he did, filling the panel from among 
the bystanders, and so the matter ended. 
The court entered the exception of Mr 
Finn to the ruling and permitted him to 
file affidavits as to the facts at issue. 
Had the motion been allowed, all of the 
parties indicted by the grand jury would 
have been allowed to go free, and the 
trial of Faunee would have to have been 
gone over again. State's Attorney Mills 
was present during the time taken up by 
Mr. Finn, but the prompt ruling against 
the motion by His Honor made it un- 
necessary for him to advance any re- 
marks. 


Subsequently the reporter was informed 


that it is the purpose of Attorney Finn 
to take an appeal from the ruling of 
Judge Hughes and carry the point to the 
Supreme court. 
The attorneys for 


Faunoe and those interested in other 
liquor cases will probably take the same 
course. It is quite a serious matter, as 
in case the Supreme court shall annul the 
action of the September term on the 
technical points raised, the expense will 
fall on the county—a loss of about 810,- 


000. 
One attorney suggests that, the ap- 


peal will not be pressed in case the in- 
dicted saloon-keepers are given conces- 
sions—it is n matter of dollars and cents. 
It will probably be different with Faunee, 
especially if he ia refused a new trial. 


FAUNCE SENTENCED. 


Quite unexpectedly the Faunee case 


iame up in court this afternoon. 
The 


convicted prisoner was brought in to court, 
and the written motion of his attor- 
neys for a new trial was presented. 
It recites that the court erred in the 
exclusion of instructions for the defense 
and the admission ot instructions for the 
People; that the court erred in allowing 
ihe prosecuting attorney in the opening 
speech to inform the jury that Faunoe 
had been in the penitentiary, and that it 
erred further in allowing Geo. Warren to 
testify as to what he had heard McKinley 
say in regard to Faunee. The motion for 
a new trial was overruled,and the defense 
made a motion for arrest of judgment, 
which was also denied. Four months' 
time was then granted the defense 
in which to prepare their appeal bill 
of exceptions. Thereupon Judge Hughes 
formally sentenced Fannce to the peni- 
tentiary for the term of his natural life. 
The young man took the sentence with- 
out flinching. He was alone, none of his 
relatives being in the court room. He 
was immediately returned to the county 
jail. 


NEW TIUAl UKANTED. 


On the fifteenth day of the present 


term John Shields, an old soldier aged 67 
years, had his tnal by jury on a charge of 
assault to kill, and the jury gave him a 
year in the penitentiary. A motion was 
entered for a new trial, and bail WHS fixed 
at 81000. This forenoon Judge Hughes 
heard the argument on the motion for a 
new trial and it was granted. The bai' 
was reduced to $500.
